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The Customs Tariff Question. 

In dlaonsBing a question involviDg sncb 
important public ioterests aB that of 
Castoms Tariffn, we desire to keep as 
oloar aa poBslblo of all party and por- 
Bonal disputations. The reader is already 
aware that in oonseqaenoe'Of - the-'Son 
Dr Helmcken's resolution of last session 
the Govomment of Canada ha^e Jftn- 
sented, should our next Legislature re- 
new the rooommentlations contained in 
said resolution, to submit the proposition 
to Parliftment, Bt ihe eamo time, how- 
ever, oarofully avoiding making Iho 
t(iaeetion a Government one. It is qniio 
trae thai Sir Francis Hinctts haa ven- 
nred tbo opinion that the Dominion 
Pftrliament will be iDClined to ouuBlder 
the labjeot favorably. Tho Cunadlan 
Government could not well do less than 
agree to lay the maitor before Parlia-. 
meet as au open qaeBiion. It would 
not have been wide or politio of them to 
undertake to do more ; and tho mere 
cironmsianoo ot their having promised 
to do what everybody must bavo ex- 
pected they would do does not appear 
to present any ground lor jubilation on 
the part of those who attach greater 
importanoe to the proposed ohuugos iu 
the tariff than we have been enabled to 
do. Tbo rensona which appear to uh to 
forbid the hope that the dominion Par- 
liament will consent to these obangos 
have btien sd recently presented in 
tbeae SQinmna tbat it will acarcoiy bo 
oonsiftred oec^Bsary to revert to ih2m 
now. It was soggested in a previous 
article that even it the proposed obanges 
obtained the a«8int ol Parliament our 
preaant tariff would still bo less anited 
to the wabis and interests of tli'e Colony 
than the Canadian one : and it will 
BOaroely bo Deceasary to suy that when 
we pointed out tbe absurdity ot an un- 
BcropnloQi* poiitioian promi-ing iho peo- 
ple ot JBritisb Columbia 'a bettor tunfl 
tllao eitlier,* we did not for a moment 
Hi{poi>i Jtbat by the 'better tariff' was 
-ttteant DrHelmckeu's tariff, or, rather, 
oar present ono with the flight modid- 
Oatiou propOBoa by Dr Helmcken. Yes- 
terday morning's output upon this point 
mast, therefore, have been the ocoabiou 
of DO little amasamentat ibeezpetiae ot 
its ttoihor. Attention is invited' for a 
'little to a few of the reasons why we are 
inclined to think that tbo prcaunt 
tariff, even with tho modifioations 
proposed to be made therein, would be 
leii adtautageoua under Oonfedor- 
BtiOQc' tbAD tbe Canadian tarifiT. 
ABSomiag these cbaogea t^ be 
made, under the present tariff the 
people of the Pacific Province would bo 
called upon to pay neventyfivo cents 
per barrel upon flour, and ten cents per 
bosbel upon wheat, while both of these 
'BriioleB would be admitted free into all 
the other Provinces. Of course the pro- 
tebtionlBt will tell us that this exoop- 
tional tax is desirable as a means of pro- 
moting homo production and self supply, 
The theory is plausible ebougb; and we 
are tree to oonfcsa ibat were the practi- 
cal results wbai protticticoists promis- 
ed, we might not object to the people of 
British Colombia paying into tlie Feder- 
al Treasory eome bixiy or seventy thou- 
sand dollars a year more than their lair 
proportion, Bat a little reflaotion shows 
that in so far as pra;Ctioal results are ooa> 
oerned thi» theory bias utterly failed. It 
is well Itnown that for several years no 
toreign flour has paeaod through the 
Cascade Bingo ; so that the con- 
Bumptionol imported flour is in reality 
confined to Vancoaver Island tmd the 
liower Country near the seaboard. We 
have bad a tour years' trial of tho 
very.high protective duty of one dollar 
and a half a barrel on flour, Lot ua see 
^how far ibis euormoue protective tax 
upon bread has aooompliebed tho ob- 
ject for which it was ostensibly levied. 
A referooco to tbo Customs returns 
•haj»e that, so far from diminiabin", t!io 
oonauniptiou ol toro;yn flour iHactu illy on 
the incroaac. For iustanfO, wu iraiioitcd 
flour li> tlio vuluo ot 877,053, in ISG'J, 
w bile III 1870 wo nop Tiod to iho ■'lUuu 
of 884,365 in the firm quarter of tnt> pre 
ht-ni y > Ki we impor<ed Sour to the value of 
$23,139,81, againHt $19 091,05 lor the 
corresponding quarter lost yunr. li 
will bebten by those figures, which ore 
taken Irom Hi" olliciul rttuins and can- 
not be qnoBtionedt tbal bo tar Irom tho 
heavy euty forcing tbe community lo 
become self-supplying, the very reverse 
is ihe fact. If a pruiociive lax of u 
dollar and 'ft half bus lailed to muko uh 
grow our own breaddtuffi, will that oh. 
ject beattuiucd uiuicr a protective tax 
«( half ibat amouui ? It stands to 
reasoh. that the refeUe would bo the 
the case. Barely, then, it Ib oiithnr wisu 
oor reasonable that the people of liri- 
^ tiBh Columbia shonld undortuko to pay 
a heaty self-impjtod broad tux for au 
objtcc wbich they cannot hope to attain. 
We are told that it is proposed to re 
, iliios tb<( tax pne-balf ; bat it must be 
■ retfiember'od ibat the revenue hitherto 
derived from this source has romamLd 
in tne Colony, whcreus, under Coniedcr- 
Blion, it will all go away Ip Ottawa. 
Nor would tho gross amoant the Colony 
would be called opo^ lhaa lo pay bo 
materially, jf*tft»'|.4im»'>'''>'^'^ ^y_, 
propo'-ed redooilou of tho rale of dniyj 
, Ion' with the inaiiKuratiou ot the grout 
' Federal woiks upon the seaboard and

Tho 
truth is tbo farmers ou thn Island will 
for years to ojmo engage in more re- 
muneralivo branohcs of agi'ieullure, 
more especially when the influx of popu- 
lation and the improved times will bavo 
created a brisk demand for ail degorjp* 
tions of farm and dairy prodac<>. Under 
these circuraBtanooH, why sboald' the 
fartnors, in uommoii with- all othe^ 
olassoa, bo called ujion to pay a heavy 
tax upon bread ? But althongh flour 
has been selooted, aa a matt'Jr of con- 
venience, to illustrate our subject, it is 
only ono of many articles to which 
Iht'SQ argumunta cquully apply, 
And, then, thoro is tho 'free 
list' in tho Cunudiuu tariff comprlb- 
ing some three hundred arlioles which 
wo make no pretonBo of producing.

Eastern Slates. 

Nbw York, June 3 — President Grant yeai 
terdayiaid; The Treaty has been fully die- 
cussed and it is tbe best possible settlement of 
tho differences betwsen tba United States and 
Great Britain. It was tbongbt by many th^t 
It was rushed tbrongb with and acted upon 
without proper consideration on the part of 
the two governments, but the facts are arery 
article of tbo Treaty was submitted to mo 
after beini; adopted by tbe Commisaionera, 
and approred of by me, and oieh article waa 
in tho same way submitted iboliriliah Oabinet 
and upproved by the Ministers of tho Crown 
aiougu. Tho Queea has pledged her signa- 
turo beforehand, so I therefore regard the 
Treaty ns practically ratified. There will be 
pecuniary considerations of course. Measures 
will be adopted ou both sides to carry out tba 
provisions of the Treaty. As lar as we aro 
concorned we would like to bavo had better 
terms but there were two parties to the bargain. 
Tiie point arrived at was act merely pecuniary 
recompense for our losses by tbe .Alabama and 
otber cruisers from British ports, bot the 
acttlement of disturbing questious which were 
likely at nny time to bring tbe two nations 
into armed coullict. lly aim was by this 
Treaty to sccuro peace and justice, and I 
believe 1 have succeeded. No apprehenaion 
ncod bo felt ns lo the course of tbo people 
who would regard in ns an act of bad faith ou 
their part to reject tbe Treaty alter its almost 
iiiiiMiiiuous accoptrtoco by tho Senate. Tho 
lOngliah must surely prefer a fair settlement of 
our diHicnltias with their own than to raise a 
cause of war. Settlement or war were the 
alternatives and the final ratification will be a 
blessing to both ooQQties. Canadians will 
be reqoaciled to.itjby-and by, and why should 
lb«y,^ol be.
